SINGLE FAMILY DWELLING MAY BE LOCATED ON ANY NONCONFORMING LOT, OR
PLOT OF OFFICIAL RECORD AS OF DECEMBER 5, 1957, IRRESPECTIVE OF
ITS AREA OR WIDTH, OR THE WIDTH OF THE POAD ON WHICH IT FRONTS,
SUBJECT TO THE FOLLOWING REQUIREMENTS:
i. THE SUM OF THE SIDE YARD WIDTHS OF ANY SUCH LOT
OR PLOT SHALL BE THIRTY PERCENT (30%) OF THE WIDTH OF THE LOT, BUT
IN NO CASE SHALL ANY ONE SIDE YARD BE LESS THAN TEN PERCENT (10%)
OF THE WIDTH OF THE LOT.
ii. THE DEPTH OF THE REAR YARD OF ANY SUCH LOT

SHALL BE TWENTY PERCENT (20%) OF THE DEPTH OF THE LOT, BUT IN NO
CASE SHALL IT BE LESS THAN TEN FEET (1o0').

iii. IN CASE THE RIGHT-OF-WAY OF THE ROAD ON WHICH
THE LOT FRONTS IS LESS THAN FIFTY (50) FEET WIDE, THE DEPTH OF THE
FRONT YARD SHALI BE THE SETBACK REQUIREMENT FOR THE DISTRICT PLUS
